We all have our own ideas of what “sportsmanship” is. What- 
ever your definition, it seems as if ADS competitive drivers 
certainly have a lot of it. 

At the recent Kentucky Gayla CDE, 2 incidents were related to 
the editor which exemplify sportsmanship. 

A competitor originally entered in the pair pony class discov- 
ered that one of her ponies could not be driven due to a rope burn 
suffered on the road. Someone offered a pair of shafts to convert 
her vehicle, another loaned her a single harness, and the competi- 
tor went on to win her class and division! 

Another competitor arrived at her first event where her pony 
was found lame at the vet check. A driver in the pair horse 
division loaned her his spare horse so that she might compete. 
When one of the pair horse driver’s horse came up lame before 
the final cones phase, rather than ask for the horse back, he retired 
from the competition. 

A member of my local club recently wrote to our newsletter “I 
have been in many venues of the Horse World as a daughter, a 
participant and show mother, from gaited division, walking 
horses, hunters and jumpers, etc. and it has always struck both me 
and my family that the Driving World people are among the 
nicest people in the world”. 

At times it is very easy to be generous and a “good sport”, at 
other times, it can take much soul searching and convincing 
oneself not to be a “bad sport”. As one Technical Delegate was 
overheard saying during a competitor briefing: “no one wants to 
or tries to make a mistake”. :
